PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

AT the office of the Dominion execu- 
tive commissioners gf the Chicago 
World's fair in Ottawa a letter was re- 
cently received from Rev. Dr. Wm. Mc- 
Culloch, treasurer of Nova Scotia, stat- 
ing that he had in his possession the 
quadrant used by Christopher Colum- 
bus when he discovered America. It 
will be exhibited at the fair. 

Count FERDINAND DE LESsEPs was 
not present, on the 25th, at the begin- 
ning of the criminal prosecution in 
Paris of himself and his associates in 
the Panama canal enterprise. After a 
purely formal opening, President Peri- 
vier set the trial of the case for Janu- 
ary 10. 

On the 27th Count Di Saintbone, 
Italian naval minister, died in Rome. 
The duties of his office will be dis- 
charged temporarily by Signor Briene, 
minister of foreign affairs. 

CARDINAL LAVIGERIE, who was born 
at Bayonne, France, October 31, 1825, 
died in Algeria on the 26th. His death 
will be regarded as a great loss by 
friends of civilization, regardless of 
creed. 

HENRY CLEWS, representing a ma- 
jority of the stockholders of the Rich- 
mond Terminal, has written a letter to 
President Oakman demanding an im- 
mediate and thorough investigation of 
what he terms a ‘‘monstrous steal” 
that has made Richmond Terminal 
stock shrink in value $46,000,000. 

Tue official vote of the last county in 
Iowa has reached the secretary of state 
and a computation of the vote of the 
state shows the following result for 
president: Harrison, 219,873; Cleve- 
land, 196,408; Weaver, 20,616; Bidwell, 
63,222. Harrison’s plurality over Cleve- 
land, 22,965. 

PRESIDENT HARRISON has followed a 
new method of work in preparing his 
annual message this year. It has been 
the custom of the president in past 
years to write his message, but this year 
he has dictated his message toa stenog- 
rapher. 

JamMrES J. HARLAN, a United States 
prisoner from Oklahoma, serving two 
years for perjury, died in the Columbus 
(O.} penitentiary, on the 26th, of palsy. 
Iie claimed to be a nephew of James 
Harlan, once United States senator 
from Iowa, and a cousin of Mrs. Robert 
Lincoln, wife of the present United 
States minister to England. 

ARCHBISHOP WALSH, in an interview, 
advocates bi-metallism, which, he says 
might save the farmers of Ireland, 
threatened with ultimate ruin. 

On the 28th Emperor William started 
for Silesia on a shooting trip. He had 
to all appearances recovered from his 
recent attack of chills. 

On the 27th Emanuel Custer, father 
of the late Gen. George Custer, the fa- 
mous cavalry leader, died at the resi- 
dence of his son, Rev. J. Custer, in Par- 
sonville, Mich,, aged 85 years. The 
loss of three sons, a grandson and a 
son-in-law on the same bloody day on 
the Little Big Horn, was the measure 
of this aged man’s sacrifice for the re- 
public. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 24th the Hotel Zinzodorf at 
Winston, N. C., recently built by the 
West End Land Co, at a cost of 
$140,000, was destroyed by fire. The 
contents were mainly saved. The hotel 
was one of the best in the south. 

SAMUEL LANCASTER, a brakeman, 
while intoxicated, entered a saloon at 
Knoxville, Tenn., on the 24th, and 
made a wager that he could drink three 
beer glasses full of whisky. The bet 
being taken he fulfilled its conditions 
and sank to the floor and died. 

HrrRaAM DANAHAUR, aged 45; his wife, 
aged 43, and their daughter, aged 10 
years, were cremated in their home in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., early on the morning 
of the 22d. 

On the 24th thieves made a successful 
sneak in Jonasen’s jewelry store in 
Omaha, Neb., and while a confederate 
kept the only attendant in the store 
engaged in conversation at the rear, got 
away with about $15,000 worth of 
watches and diamond jewelry. 

WILLIAM GEHL, son of the proprietor 
of Gehl’s brewery, at Port Arthur, Ont., 
fell headlong into a vat of boiling beer 
on the 24th. He wasquickly fished out 
but was horribly burned and died in a 
couple of hous. 

On the 25th Edwin H. Rymal, travel- 
ing for the awning house of Bremann 
Bros., of Toledo, 0., committed suicide 
in his room at the Hotel Clinton, in 
Kokomo, Ind., by hanging. Rymalhad 
been in Kokomo for ten days and had 
been drinking heavily during that time. 
He made a noose of a sheet taken from 
the bed and slowly strangled himself to 
death. 

On the 25th an explosion occurred in 
White’s Dental Co.’s building, Phila- 
delphia, which injured nine persons. 

At Artega, Mexico, during a bull 
fight, at which 3,500 spectators were 
present, four bulls stampeded and 
made a united rush against the heavy 
barricade built for the protection of 
the spectators, which gave way and the 
bulls rushed frantically into the crowd 
of people, throwing them right and 
left with their horns. In their excite- 
ment the spectators rushed to one side 
of the amphitheater to escape the fury 
of the bulls. This caused the seats to 
give way and fully fifty persons sus- 
tained broken limbs and severe inter- 
nalinjuries, The bulls killed one pers 
son and wonnded ten, 





WILLIAM Maruor, of Riverton, Ia. é 
who is under arrest on a charge of pai- 
soning five of his wives, that first dying 
October 28, had the life of his last wife 
insured in the Equitable Life Insurance 
Co. of New York for $5,000. 

On the 2th three persons indicted for 
the murder of Banker H. C. Mead, of 
Waupaca, Wis., which occurred over 
ten years ago, and others charged as 
accessories after the fact, were placed 
on trial in Waupaca. 

ON the 28th George W. Post, the con- 
federate of the buncoer O’Brien, was 
convicted at Albany, N. Y., of robbery 
in the first degree for buncoing John 
M. Peck, of Albany, out of $10,000. He 
was sentenced to ten years in prison at 
Dannemora. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Ir is reported from London that 
Lieut. Jephson, who was with Henry 
M. Stanley’s last African expedition, 
has been appointed British commission- 
er to Uganda. 

Business failures occurring through- 
out the country during the seven days 
ended on the 25th numbered for the 
United States 180, and for Canada 29, a 
total of 209, as compared with 240 for 
the previous week, and 295 for the cor- 
responding week of last year. 

In the case of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Co. vs. the United States, to re- 
cover compensation for carrying mail 
from San Francisco to Australia and 
the Sandwich and Fiji islands, the rate 
of compensation to be equal to the sea 
postage, the court of claims has decided 
in favor of the steamship company. The 
period for which the sea postage is 
awarded the company extends from Oc- 
tober 9, 1875, to May 26, 1865. The 
amount involved in the suit will have 
to be computed. 

Ir is stated that the protocol between 
Chili and Peru has been withdrawn, 
temporarily, by the high contracting 
patties. There is trouble in reference 
to the appointment of an arbitrator for 
the settlement of claims, but it is 
thought an agreement will soon be 
reached. 

At Einseidlin, Switzerland, about 
fifty young priests and nuns were re- 
cently consecrated four special mission- 
ary work in the United States. The 
field of the priests’ labors will be in 
Arkansas, while the nuns go to Ore- 


on. 

On the 28th, as the result of a long- 
continued rate war between Ohio river 
railway lines, first-class tickets be- 
tween Louisville, Ky., and Chicago 
were placed on sale at $1.50. 

M. Brisson, chairman of the commit- 
tee on the Panama canal investigation, 
demanded of the government, in the 
French chamber of deputies, on the 
28th, that an autopsy be held on the 
body of the late Baron Reinach. M, 
Ricard, minister of justice, replied that 
the law did not permit it. A division 
was talren as to sustaining M. Ricard 
and the government was defeated. The 
resignation of the ministry was at once 
announced. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





Jay GouLD is said to be in bad health 
and has decided to spend the winter in 
El Paso, Texas, whither he starts im- 
mediately. 

Iris estimated that there will bea 
falling off of 25 per cent in the yield of 
sugar in Louisiana as compared with 
the crop of last year. The yield of the 
State will fall from 370,000,000 pounds 
to 300,000,000. 

OrFicers of the War Department have 
been receiving alarming private advices 
from the Indian Territory which point 
toan early uprising of the Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe tribes in that country. 

Tue total collections of internal rev- 
enue for the four months of the present 
year were $56,258,020, an increase of 
$4,332,752 compared with the collections 
during the corresponding period of the 
last fiscal year. 

An effort will be made by the com- 
mittee of the Georgia Legislature, which 
has returned from Chicago, to have the 
General Assembly appropriate $50,000 
toward making a Georgia exhibit. 

Durine the past nine months Canada 
shipped nearly $2,000,000 worth of lum- 
ber to this country. 

Rev. Dr. Jonn W. Scott, the father- 
in-law of President Harrison, died at 
Washington on the 29th. 

At Hiawatha, Kas., on the 29th a mob 
of masked men broke open the jail and 
took murderer True and, hanging him 
to a tree, riddled his body with bullets. 

Tuer is great excitement at Carroll- 
ton, Ga., over a severe beating by White 
Caps of a well-known farmer named 
James Pate, and his wife, living eight 
miles from here. 

Tur plurality of Harrison over Cleve- 
land in Ohio, as officially announced on 
the 29th, is 1,072. S. M. Taylor's plu- 
rality for Secretary of State is 1,089, and 
no candidate on the Republican ticket 
has 2,0C0 plurality. 

Gov. Ea@te, of Arkansas, on the 29th, 
commuted the death sentence of J. J. 
Richardson to imprisonment for life. 
Richardson was to have been executed 
for the murder of Thomas Hill, near 
Alpine, Clark County, in 1891. 

A 8TATEMENT of the imports into 
Cuba in the first ten months of 1892,

UNCLE SAM’S MONEY BOX. 


Annual Report of the Treasurer of 
the United States 








For the Fiscal Year Ended June 30, 1892 
-—A Gratifying Improvement in 
the Condition of the 
Public Debt. 
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WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The’ treas- 
urer of the United States, Mr. Nebe- 
ker, has submitted his annual report for 
the year endedgipgpe 30, 1899. 

The nef ordinary revenues of the gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year were $354, - 
087,784, a Gecrease of $37,674,663 as com- 
pared with the year before. The net 
ordinary expenditures were $345,023,- 
330, a decrease of $10,349,354. The sur- 
plue revenues were thus cut down from 
$37,239,762 to $19,914,453. Including the 
public debt the receipts for the year 
were $575,401,296, and the expenditures 
$684,019, 289. 

Considered with respect to the effect 
upon the treasury the receipts are di- 
vided into two gencral classes,@f which 
the first, comprising the ordinary reve- 
nues, the receipts from loans, and the 
deposits for the retirement of national 
bank notes, increase for the time the 
cash available for the uses of the gov- 
ernment while the second arising from 
the issue of gold, silver and currency 
certificates, United States notes and 
treasury notes, tend to swell the assets 
of the treasury but do not affect the 
available balance. For the first of 
these classes the figures show an ex- 
cess of eighty-eight millions of expen- 
ditures over revenues in 1891, and one 
of upwerds of twenty-seven millions 
in 1892. In the second class there was 
an excess of nearly sixty-nine millions 
of receipts in the former year and one 
of eighty millions in the latter. As 
compared with 1691, there was a saving 
of upwards of fourteen millions of in- 
terest ont of which a surplus was re- 
alized, notwithstanding the cutting 
down of the revenues by legislation. 

Analysizing the true condition of the 
treasury and setting aside the trust 
funds, the treasurer shows that there 
was a working balance of cash and de- 
posits in bank amounting to $207,110,- 
452 at the beginning of the year and to 
$165,718,151 at the end. Of the former 
amount $1/9,000,000 and of the latter 
$114,500,000 was gold. The success 
which has attended the efforts of the 
department to maintain a strong gold 
reserve is considered satisfactory in 
view of the heavy disbursements. 

The amount of the public debt is 
given as $1,545,994,591 on June 30, 1891, 
and $1,583,464,144 on June 30, 1892. 

The loans resting on the credit of the 
United States were cut down from 
$1,005,806,560 to  $968,218,840, while 
those secured by full deposits in the 
treasury increased from $540,190,031 to 
$620, 245,304. 

There was a gratifying improvement 
in the condition of the debt, produced 
by the reduction of the interest-bear- 
ing loans, the conversion of matured 
bonds into others payable at the op- 
tion of thesecretary of the treasury and 
the extinction of a considerable part of 
the loans payable on demand. The 
total net reduction of $57,587,720 in 
these items was effected by the ap- 
plication of the surplus revenues of the 
year, amounting to nearly $10,000,000, 
together with upwards of $27,000,000 
taken from the cash in the treasury. 

According to the revised estimates 
the total stock of money of all kinds in 
the country on June 30 was $2,374,334,- 
049, an increase of €150,000,000 in the 
year. By eliminating that part of the 
paper currency, which is purely repre- 
sentative, consisting of certificates of 
deposit and treasury notes, the effective 
stock is found to have been $1,753,953, - 
745, an increase of $70,000,000. ‘The 
monetary history of the past year, how- 
ever, has been peculiar both in the 
movements of gold, which have been 
increased, and in the other changes 
that commonly occur with the changes 
of the seasons, but have this year been 
less marked. The increase of the ef- 
fective stock of money from September 
to September was only $50,000,000. 

Discussing the changes in the amount 
and composition of the money in stock, 
the treasurer finds that the increase 
which marked the fiscal year was the 
result of the production of nearly $17,- 
000,000 of gold in excess of the indus- 
trial consumption, a fresh issue of 
$5,000,000 of national bank notes, to- 
gether with the changes in the stock 
of silver. The gold exported between 
January and September was taken 
mostly from the subtreasury in New 
York. Up to the end of June the with- 
drawals were made by the presentation 
of gold certificates, but from that time 
to the cessation of shipments mostly 
upon tenders of United States notes 
and treasury notes. 

Of the aggregate stock of money at 
the end of the fiscal year, $771,252,313 
was in the treasury and mints, leaving 
$1,603,081,736 in the hands of the peo- 
ple. The holdings of the treasury in- 
creased $50,000,00 and the amount in 
circulation $100,000,000 during the year. 

Figures are given to show that each 
yearduring the last ten years there 
has occurred in the month of January 
a more or less considerable diminution 
of the gold reserve of the treasury, 
averaging nearly $10,000,000, which has 
been succeeded in February by a tend- 
ency toward recovery. It is shown 
that the decline has occurred yearly in 
the face of a gain of gold, hoth to the 
treasury and to the country. In the

The movement sets 
in strongly after the first of January 
through the subtreasuries, whence the 
notes, being more or less worn and of 
denominations unsuited to city use, are 
sent to Washington for redemption. 
The shipment, redemption and _ des- 
truction of the old notes and the issue 
of new take time. Before the treasury 
can make the conversion the subtreas- 
uries are drained and the treasury has 
nothing but gold certificates to send 
them. In this way the gold reserve 
suffers, until a working balance of 
other materials can be got together. 
The issues of United States paper 
currency amounted to $376,726,583, ex- 
ceeding those of any previous year. 
The nearest approach to this total was 
$810,000,000 in the year before, and the 
next nearest $91,000,000 in 1868. Of 
the whole amount. &298,000,000 took the 
place of like kinds and amounts de- 
stroyed, while $78,000,000 consisted of 
fresh issues. 

Satisfactory changes have been af- 
fected in the condition of the fractional 
silver coinage, through the liberal ap- 
propriations of the past two years for 
this purpose. 

There has been aslight decrease in the 
amounts of counterfeit silver coin and 
paper currency presented at the treas- 
ury offices. 

There wasan increase of over $20,- 
000,000 during the year in the amount 
of United States bonds held for the se- 
curity of national bank circulation, and 
a decrease of $10,000,000 in the amounts 
held as security for public deposits. A 
total addition of $1,664,000 was made to 
the par value of the securities compos- 
ing the Pacific railroad sinking fund. 

In proportion to the volume of na- 
tional bank notes in cireulation the re- 
demptions continue heavy, having 
amounted to upwards of $69,000,000 in 
the fiscal year.

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BOLD HIGHWAY ROBBERS 


Make the Suburbs of Chicago Exceeding- 
ly Uncomfortable for Honest Men—Evi- 
dently Getting Their Handa in for Oper- 
ations During the World’s Failr—One of 
the Robbers Captured. 

Cnica@o, Nov. 29.—Details of police 
are scouring the country and suburbs 
southeast of the city for two masked 
highwaymen, who are making the res- 
dents of Riverside, Berwin, Hawthorne, 
Lyons and Clyde feel very uncomforta- 
ble. The police believe that the 
mounted bandit who kept Lake View in 
a state of terror for several days has 
been joined by a confederate and trans- 
ferred the seat of his operations.

C. A. Bader, who lives at Berwin and

& Co., was the next to meet the two 
men, but Mr. Bader had but forty cents 
in his possession and he willingly 
handed this to one of the robbers. 
John Keefe, a Cicero policeman, also 
had the pleasure of meeting the men. 
He was attired in his official uniform 
and was on duty when the bold men 
confrontéd him with two revolvers and 
demanded that he turn out all his val- 
uables. Fifteen cents and a revolver 
was all the officer could donate. 

Fred Sellers and Fred Crow, both 
residents of Riverside, were also vic- 
tims of the robbers. They were driv- 
ing south on Ogden avenue whena 
masked man jumped from behind a 
tree, and catching. the bridle of the 
horse, commanded the two men to get 
out, which they did at the point of a re- 
volver. The robber then took posses- 
sion of the vehicle and drove off.

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


Proposition Offered by Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild, of the English Delegation, 
with the Approval of Nearly All of His 
Colleagues—The American Delegates 
Said to Also Favor It. 

BrvussErs, Nov. 29.-——In the interna- 
tional monetary conference Mr. Alfred 
de Rothschild, of the English delega- 
tion, proposed that the powers engaged 
in the conference should form an as- 
sociation having for its object the collec- 
tive purchase annually of £5,000,000, 
equal to 125,000,000 frances of silver, this 
to continue fora maximum period of five 
years under the express condition that 
the government of the United States 
should continue its monthly purchase 
of silver similar to the purchases here- 
tofore made by said government, equal 
to about 54,000,000 ounces of silver. 
Also that the collective purchases of the 
powers should be suspended if in the 
course of the said five years silver 
should reach the price of 43 pence an 
ounce, the result desired being to con- 
sider how to obtain that rate. ‘The sub- 
mission of Mr. Rothschild’s plan was 
preceded by an explanatory memoran- 
dam quoting his correspondence with 
the government of the Bank of En- 
gland. In this correspondence, the 
governor says that he is always op- 
posed,.on principle, to bimetallism, and 
that Mr. Rothschild’s plan is merely a 
monetary palliative of the crisis which 
the fall in silver has provoked. The 
governor adds that this expression of 
opinion is purely personal. 

All other British delegates except 
Bertram Currie are known to approve 
the plan proposed by Mr. Rothschild, 
and it is now confirmed that Mr. Roths- 
child and the American delegates are 
working together. 

The proposal was referred to a special 
committee of fourteen delegates. The 
same committee was instructed to con- 
sider and report on the plans of Moritz 
Levy and Adolph Svetberi, mentioned 
in the proposals of the United States 
delegates. The commission on the 
American proposals will sit daily and 
will report to vhe conference on next 
Friday. The Americans manifest in- 
creased hope that the conference will 
not adjourn without having achieved 
some substantial results.

Behind them came, escorted by the 
joint committee on inauguration, but un- 
announced, the Governor of Alabama, 
who was about to take the oath of office 
as his own successor. 

Governor Jones ascended to the speak- 
er’s stand, where he was received by the 
spcaker of the House, the president of 
the senate, the chief justice of the su- 
preme court and the Rev. Dr. J. W. 
Rush. 

The president of the senate called the 
senate to order and the roll was called by 
the senate’s secretary. 

The speaker of the house called the 
house to order and the clerk called the 
roll. 

The president of the senate then stated 
briefly that the object of the joint session 
was to engage in the inauguration of the 
Governor of Alabama. He then intro 
duced the Rev. Dr. Rush of the Court 
Street Methodist church, Montgomery, 
wLo offered prayer. 

“Senators and members of the house of 
representatives, I introduce to you Hon. 
Thomas G. Jones, the Governor-elect of 
Alubama,” said President - Compton. 
Governor Jones was received with great 
enthusiasm. 

When the applause had subsided at the 
close, Speaker Pettus turned from the 
wall a large portrait of Governor Jones, 
and said: ‘‘Governor, I have the honor 
to present to you the portrait of a brave 
man,from a lovely woman, and I present 
in her‘name with the good wishes of ev- 
ery true Alabamian.” 

Mr. Pettus spoke very, feelingly and 
beautifully and once more there was 
great cheering. 

The Governor said: ‘‘Mr. Speaker, I 
am profoundly grateful for your gener-

The Venerable Father-in-Law of 
President Harrison. 








IN THE WHITE HOUSE 


The Aged Educator Had Passed the 
Last Two Years, and thers He 
Died--Short Sketch of His 
Very Eventful Life. 

WasHINGTON, Dec, 1.—Tuesday af. 
ternoon at 4:10, Dr. J. W. Scott the 
venerable father-in-law of Benjamin 
Harrison, breathed his last in his room 
in the White House, after an illness of 
only a few days. 

Dr. Scott was nearly 93 years old and, 
up to within a few days has been a man 
of remarkable health and strength. 

Soon after his return from Indianapolis 
whence he had gone to attend the fu- 
neral of his distinguished daughter, he 
was prostrated by a severe cold, from 
which he never rallied, but rapidly 
declined until death came. 

His Life Sketch. 

Rev. John W. Scott, the father in-law 
of President Harrison, who has just 
passed away, was perhaps the oldest 
government employe in the department 
at Washington. 

He had lived in the White House for 
a couple of years prior to his death. His 
room there was the one formerly occu- 

ied by Fannie Hayes and later by 

ellie Arthur. 

During the stay at the White House

REV. JOHN W. scott. and thought and 
for many years he enjoyed the rep'a- 
tion of being one of the best educ*tors 
in the west. He wasa man, too, ot ih 
highest moral character, and despite 
his heavy burden of years he \.:.; one of 
the most companionable as \-.'! as pop- 
ular men in Washington cven before 
his son-in-law became president of the 
— States. 

ev. John Witherspoon Scott was 
born in Beaver county, Pa., Jan. 22, 
1800. He wasason of Rev. George M. 
‘Scott, one of the early pioneers of Scotch 
Presbyterianism in western Pennsylva- 
nia, whose father, Colonel John Scott. 
resided in Northampton county, Pa., on 
a large tract of land deeded him by the 
colonial government for valuable ser- 
vices rendered by him, aud which he 
named ‘Nova Scotia.” Colonel Scott 
was somewhat conspicuous in the state 
as an ardent patriot during the war of 
the Revolution. 

John W. Scott graduated at Washing- 
ton college, Washington, Pa., in 1823. 
He next took a post graduate course at 
Yale college, where he received his sec- 
ond degree in 1824. The same year he 
was appointed professor of mathematics 
and natural science in his alma mater, 
which chair he filled for three or four 
years. 

In 1828 he resigned his professorship 
at Washington college and accepted a 
similar appointment in the Miami uni 
versity, in Oxford, O. Here he re- 
mained until the spring of 1845, when 
he removed to College Hill, near Cincin- 
nati, forthe purpose of founding the 
Farmers’ college, and when it became 
well established Dr. Scott was invited 
back to Oxford to found a female col- 
lege there. 

e accepted the invitation and re- 
mained in Oxford ten more years—until 
after the female college was built—when 
he accepted a professorship in ,.Hanover 
college, near Madison, Ind., which chair 
he filled for a number of years. 

After his retirement from college life 
he was engaged in the more congenial 
avocation of private teaching and preach- 
ing the gospel. In 1881 he accepted an 
appointment of aclerkhip in the mail 
division of the pension office, interior 
Pdepartment, feeling more happy in hav- 
ing some quiet employment at the seat 
of the national government than in 
wasting in idlenss the later hours of his 
hale ol e. 

In 1825 Dr. Scott married Miss Mary 
Potts Neal, daughter of John Neal, Esqa., 
at Washington, Pa. She was his loving 
companion and helpmate until she di 
in 1876. 

It was while Dr. Scott was in charge 
of the Western Female seminary that 
Benjamin Harrison, a student who was 

ing a course at Oxford, met and 
loved Carrie Scott, the daughter of the 
venerable professor. 

The yo per were married Oct. 
20, 1853, and_ together began the strug- 
S of life, which resulted eventually in 

heir occupancy of the White House. 
Besides Mrs. Harrison there was another 
Miss Scott, who became Mrs. Lord. She 
died in Washington a couple of years 
Carlier than her distinguished sister, 
who has but recently passed away.

But Tnorns Out to Be that Other Fel- 


low’s—The Comet. 

Lick OBSERVATORY, Cal., Dec. 2,—The 
Holmes comet has been systematically 
observed here since November 8, but 
the stormy weather has prevented ob- 
servations every night of the past week, 
except one. Its position in the sky has 
been accurately measnred by Professor 
Schaeberle with a meridian circle, and 
by Professor Barnard with a 12-inch 
telescope. The latter has also secured a 

ood photograph of the comet. Mr. 

ampbell has observed its spectrum 
visually and photographically with the 
great equatorial. 

The observations show that in many 
respects it is the most remarkable comet 
of recent years. On Nov. 8 its diameter 
was one-sixth of the moon’s diameter. 
It was so sharply defined, rounded and 
dense that it resembled a planetary ne- 
bular. Near the center of the ball, call- 
ed the coma, was a nucleus slightly 
elongated. Diverging from this nucleus 
in the direction opposite the sun, was a 
dense fan-like structure which could be 
traced up to the edge of the coma, and 
it was visible even beyond the edge 
when the bright coma was just outside 
the telescope. This structure was the 
tail of the comet in embryo, which has 
since increased considerably in length. 

The spectrum of the com >t is unique. 
All parts of it give a continuous spec- 
trum, but underlying this there is cer- 
tainly a trace band, in which respect 
observations here differ from those re- 
ported from other observatories. 

The apparent size of the comet has 
continually increased until now it is 
about two-thirds the diameter of the 
moon. It is quite diffused and elongated 
and has the appearance of an ordina 
comet. Though it has grown larger it 
has also grown fainter, and is rely 
visible to the unassisted eye. Comput- 
ers agree that it is not Biela’s comet 
and that it is neither close to nor ap- 
proaching the earth. 


AMERICANS ABROAD.

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—The shop of a lead- 
ing merchant named Gustav Scheel, at 
Cassel, was broken into by burglars on 
Friday night and jewelry was stolen to 
the amount or value of 100,000 francs. 

The burglars have not yet been ar- 
rested and they are believed ta belong 
to a party of American thieves, known 
as ke “herent Gang,” whose leader, 
Harry Raymond, called Adam Worth 
in America, was recently arrested at 
Liega, Belgium, while stealing bonds. 

Other members of the party are be- 
lieved to be operating throughout Eu- 
rope. 

Suits Against a Prominent Lawyer. 

DeEnvER, Dec. 2.—George H. Kohn, 8 
prominent young attorney of this city, 
left Denver last week to visit a sick rel- 
ative in St. Louis. From St. Louis he 
decided to go to Brazil with power of 
attorney to collect $10,000 from the 
Brazilian government. Since Mr. Kohn’s 
departure it isiearned that his estate is 
heavily encumbered, some placing the 
amount at $100,000. Suits have been 
begun against him on notes, and his 
office has been attached.

STILL FOR PROTECTION. 
The Republican Party Remains Steadfast — 
What the Democrats Want. 

High democratic authority attributes 
the republican Waterloo to popular 
dissatisfaction with the doctrines of 
protection and the result is loudly ac- 
claimed as a substantial victory for 
free trade. One prominent democratic 
organ declares it to be ‘‘a revolution,” 
“political emancipation for the great 
agricultural and producing classes,” 
“the end of war taxes,” which means 
the end of protection to American in- 
dustry. Another hails the popular ver- 
dict as adecision by the people that 
“there shall be no further exaction of 
tribute for particular industries from 
the general pocket and the democracy, 
in good time, will give effect to that 
decision.” ‘The overthrow of the 
thieving protective tariff,” ‘‘the down- 
fall of the plutocracy,” ‘‘the end of un- 
constitutional taxes,” are conspicuous 
among the expressions with which the 
democrats hail their victory. Accord- 
ing to these declarations their party is 
about to usher in a new order of things. 
Old “abuses” are to be corrected, the 
‘“‘burden of oppression” is to be re- 
moved. The state rights doctrines of 
Calhoun are to prevail in regard to the 
constitutional power of the government 
to protect industry, and to tax state 
banks. Eminent democrats insist 
that the victory was won upon these 
issues and that the promised “‘reforins”’ 
will follow in due time. It will soon 
be within the power of the democracy 
to carry out their pledges. They will 
1ave the president, senate and house of 
representatives. They will have the | 
power and the right to reduce customs | 
duties to a free trade basis.. If they be- 
lieve what they have proclaimed with 
such persistent emphasis they will do 
it. If their accession to power is not 
marked by the enactment of their 
principles into laws they will prove 
their victory to have been won purely 
upon fraudulent pretenses and that 
they lack the honesty and courage to 
give the country what they contend is 
for its best intcrests. 

Whatever use the national] democracy 
may make of its power the republican 
party will remain true to the doctrines 
of protection to American industries | 
and to the present national banking 
system as long as the outstanding gov- 
ernment bonds will permit of its con- 
tinuance. ‘The flag of protection will 
remain unfurled at the head of the re- 
publican column, where it was planted 
by the patriotic founders of the great 
party. We do not believe the people of 
the United States want free trade. If 
the democracy entertain a different 
opinion let them inaugurate an era of 
free trade and see how the people will 
take it. 

The democrats elected will, in enter- 
ing upon office, swear to support the 
constitution, and if they believe in the 
declaration of their platform that pro- 
tection is unconstitutional they must 
remode) the tariff system upon a free 
trade basis. A failure to do so will 
prove to the world that they are afraid 
to live up to the doctrines proclaimed 
with so much sound and fury. If they 
enact a free trade tariff law they can 
seek a vindication before the people. 
If they allow protection to remain in 
force they will have only broken 
pledges to show for their possession of 
the government. During the last quar- 
ter of a century they have railed 
against the ‘‘protected plutocrats,” 
the “trobber barons of American indus- 
try,” the “gigantic fortunes amassed 
at the expense of oppressed labor,” re- 
sorting to all the wiles of the dema- 
gogue to array the working classes 
against their employers. At last they 
have succeeded in achieving a sweep- 
ing victory. But we do not believe 
that ever a respectable minority of the 
men who voted with the democrats in 
the northern and western states favor 
free trade or the wildcat banking sys- 
tem. The farmers’ alliance and labor 
agitations have unsettled political 
opinions and weakened the influences 
that bound men to their parties. The 
democratic party is a political omnium 
gatherum. All the cranks, isms and 
factions find a common meeting place 
within its ranks. Its platforms are as 
broad as economic heresies of a vote- 
catching character can make them. It 
favors protection, national banks and 
a gold standard in one section; free 
trade, bimetallism and wildcat cur 
rency in another. What it will do with 
the power now intrusted to it, even its 
foremost leaders can do no more than 
surmise. But whatever policy the de- 
mocracy may pursue the republican 
party will stand unflinchingly by its 
colors in support of protection to 
American industry, a sound and secure 
system of finances, a fair, free ballot, 
and an honest count for every citizen 
in the land.—Cleveland Leader.

Responsibilities of the Democracy. 

Mr. Cleveland has been elected, and 
by animpressive majority of the states 
and of the popular vote.

Putting aside the claims of 
enthusiastic partisaus, there was a 
general belief among well-informed 
politicians that the republican ticket 
would be snecessful.

Mr. Cleveland will 
take office with a democratic majority 
in both houses of congress to support 
him. Inone sense this is not to be re- 
gretted, It has been a favorite demo- 
cratic argument during this campaign 








that, inasmuch ag nothing seriously 





hurtful to the interests of the country 
resulted front Mr. Cleveland’s former 
administration, nothing harmful need 
be anticipated as the result of his suc- 
cess now. The answer tothis sugges- 
tion was that during Mr. Cleveland's 
former term a republican senate stood 
between him and his party and the 
practical car¥ying out of their policies, 
compelling him to administer the gov- 
ernment upon the lines laid down by 
republican statesmen, and in substan 
tial, if not willing, accord with repub- 
lican principles. 

i But Mr. Cleveland's election has 
been brought about this time by ma- 
jorities so decisive, and it is coincident 
with the choice of so large a demo- 
cratic majority in the house of repre- 
sentatives as to leave no room to doubt 
that there is a reactionary sentiment 
among the people against the meas- 
ures which republican statesmen have 
devised as progressive and prolific of 
great public advantages. If, as repub- 
licans have generally anticipated, the 
election of Cleveland assures also the 
election of a working democratic ma- 
jority in the senate as well as in the 
house, we shall expect the democrats 
to show that they have the courage of 
their alleged convictions. They have 
said, with all the emphasis that comes 
of the deliberate rejection in their na- 
tional convention of a counter and an- 
tagonistic proposition, that tariff duties 
so adjusted as to protect American. in- 
dustry as well as to raise revenue are 
unconstitutional, and on this proposi- 
tion they have won. They have said, 
too, that they propose to enable the 
various states, each under such regu- 
lations as it may see fit to impose, to 
issue paper money. It was certainly 
not the fault of the republicans if any 
voter failed to understand that these 
were the uses to which Mr. Cleveland 
and his party would put their power, 
if power was given to them. It has 
been given, and with it is imposed a 
responsibility. The people will expect 
a result. 

The democratic party has a habit of 
running away from responsibility. 
This was powerfully illustrated by the 
way it aid not do the things it had said 
it would do in the last congress. A 
party of opposition is generally a party 
of shreds and patches, and when sud- 
denly converted into a party of admin- 
istration is palsied with self-distrust 
and fettered with faction. This has 
been particularly true of the democ- 
racy, but as a preparation for the work 
now intrusted to it itsleaders have had 
the experience of four years of execu- 
tive control and of several terms of au- 
thority in one branch or another of 
the congress. There will now be no 
excuse for their failure to adopt a 
clearly understood programme, to put 
that programme into actual operation, 
and to stand up and be judged on the 
merits of work actually performed.—
